Perrins says in the Preface: “ It is scarcely necessary to say that the learning, experience, and 
powers of research which Sir George Warner has lavished on the catalogue have left few problems 1 
connected with this group of manuscripts unsolved, and gives the book an independent interest of 
its own.” ^ a

tddison (Joseph). Essayist, Dramatist, and Statesman. 1672-1719. 

1. D. S. A receipt for ^107. iol, being the amount paid by Jacob 

Tonson, the bookseller, for the full copyright of Addison’s famous 
tragedy ‘Cato,’ with a fine copy of the engraved portrait by G. Verlue 
after Kneller. April 7, 1713. 5. 1713 

The tragedy was produced at Drury Lane on April 14th, only 7 days after this 
assignment of copyright. Eight editions were published in the same year, and the 
unprecedented sum of ^1500. was gained by the managers of the theatre.

2. A. note S., to Jacob Tonson, the bookseller, asking that the bearer, 

John Gatliffe, should be paid the sum of ^10 ioj. May 13, 1712. 
£ 15 . 15 j 1712 

It would appear that Addison had an account with Tonson, since on the back 
of the note is a memorandum of several advances amounting in all to £4.1. 9 s. On 
the back also is the signature of John Gatliffe as having “ Recived the contens of 
this bill 

ugusta, wife of Frederick, Prince of Wales, and 
mother of George III. Died 1772. 

3. L. S., in German, addressed to the Margrave of Anspach, dated from 
Norfolk House the 16th of January, 1741. 1 page, folio. £1. is 1741 

A letter of thanks and good wishes in reply to a similar congratulatory letter. 

ugusta. Duchess of Brunswick, sister of George III. 1737-1813. 

4. A, L. S., in French, addressed to her brother (George III.), dated from 

Carlton House, the 15th of April, 1769. 1 page, 4to. 1769 

A letter of congratulation on the approach of the King’s birthday (June 4th).

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Albemarle (George Monk, Duke of). General, Admiral, 
and Statesman. 1608-1670. 

5. Signature to Official Report of the Movement of the Fleet, etc., with 
autograph corrections by the Duke. 4 pages, folio. £12.12 s. 1666 

An extremely interesting historical document giving a full account of the battle 
with the combined Dutch and French fleets under the commands of Van Tromp 
and De Ruyter, the battle from June 1 to 4, 1666. 

“ May 31st wee weighed Anchor in the Downes, and stood for the Buoy of the 
Gun fleet. . . . The Bristol being out on ye Scoute, made a signe wth. Topgallant 
sayles flying, soe yt wee discovered it was the Dutch ffleet. . . . Wee fell in 
amongst them, when they saw our Resolution they cut their Cables, & put under 
sayle being about 75 in number as wee judged ; . . . night coming on the Dutch 
sayled towards Holland and wee finding our powder and snott neare spent (that part 
of the Fleet wth mee having fought neare four days) wee stood homewards. Wee 
burnt of their shipps three this day wch wth those burnt before is 7 in all being of 
their best shipps.” 


Anne, Queen of England. 1666-1714. 

6. A. L. addressed to the Lord Treasurer (Lord Godolphin), dated from 

Kensington, Wednesday, Six aclock (early 1710). 2 pages, with smai-

An interesting letter in which the Queen shows the reliance she placed on 
Godolphin. It is written throughout in a very friendly, almost apologetic, tone, 
and ends, w I hope you will continue to me as long as I live, & never think of 
leaving me, /or that would be a blow I could never support.” 

7. A. L. S., in French, addressed to Louis XIV. of France. Dated from 
Windsor the 14 Nov. 1712. 3 pages, with seal and silks. £16. 1 6s 171: 

This letter was written during the protracted negotiations which finally led tc 
the Treaty of Utrecht. The Queen shows how genuine was her desire for peace, 
and how she was using her utmost endeavours to hasten its conclusion. 

Bacon (Sir Francis), Yiscount St. Albans). 1561-1626. 

8. A. L. S. addressed to his brother Nicholas. Dated from Cambridge the 
3rd of July, 1574. 1 page, folio, with address on the reverse. £ 100. 157a 

This letter was written by Bacon at the age of thirteen, soon after he wa> 
admitted to Trinity College, Cambridge. It is probably the earliest specimen of 
his handwriting known.

A letter relating to the grant by the King of the leases, goods and chattels of 
Dudley Fortescue, who had lately died by his own hand, and whose possessions had 
reverted to the King by reason of his act.

A letter stating that the assignment of the Manor of Whitworth and the 
woods called Pegebank in the Bishopric of Durham from Sir John Watte to the 
King has been completed, and asks if Watte may be paid. 
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Baliol (John), King of Scotland. 1249-1315. 

IX. Official copy on vellum of a Letter in which John confirms the 
dowry of the revenue of the town of Berwick granted by his pre¬ 
decessor Alexander of Scotland on the occasion of the marriage of his 
son with Marguerite daughter of Guy Comte de Flandres, Apud 
Edinburgh xvi° Die Maij. Anno regni nro scdo. In a sunk mount. 
£*4- ( c . 1292) 

This copy, in excellent preservation, with a very fine seal attached, was 
issued in February, 1300, with seal used in “ Curia Domini Regis ” at Tours. 

Beethoven (L. Van). German Musical Composer. 1770-1827. 

12. Autograph MS. Music, 1 page folio. A letter from Schindler, dated 
Bockenhfim den 15 Aug. 1857. £42. n. d. 

This leaf was presented to Louis Schloesser in 1857 by Anton Schindler, the 
faithful friend and biographer of Beethoven.

13 - A most interesting collection of twenty A. L. S. to Dr. J. M. Winn, the 
medical man attacked by Mrs. Weldon, of lawsuit notoriety, and author 
of several controversial works. £8. Ss 1881-97 

The letters are on a variety of subjects, but the earlier ones deal chiefly with 
the Darwin-Huxley controversy, and contain many witty criticisms such as :— 
u My own little narrow observations convince me that there is more de volution 
than evolution in unaided nature.” “ How do you like the idea of a cod turning 
himself into a sole, and twisting his eye through his head, by lying on one side 
for several generations,” “ My experience is that all things relapse into couch 
grass, or at any rate collapse into it.” In one letter dated May, 1884, he hopes 
“ Mrs. W. is nearly worn out,” and in a later one : “ I congratulate you heartily 
on your escape . . . from that virago who has harassed you and your friends so 
long.” He also obtained Dr. Winn’s help for scientific details in writing “ Sir T. 
Upmore,” which help he acknowledges in several of the letters. Mention is also 
made of his fruit farm. 


Brisbane (Sir Thos. MakDougall). British General, Astronomer, 
and Governor of New South Wales. 1773-1860. 

14. A. L. S. addressed to a bookseller ordering astronomical and scientific 
books. 1 ^ pages, 4to., with addressed part of the envelope. Brisbane , 
Greenock , Nov. 21 st, 1810. £ 2. ioj 1810 

Brisbane, the capital of Queensland, was named after the above. He 
established at Paramatta an observatory, and published his “ Brisbane Catalogue 
of Stars,” and many other scientific works ; in N.S. Wales he improved the con¬ 
dition of the convicts, substituting useful labour for the treadmill •, President of 
the Royal Society, Edinburgh, on the death of Sir Walter Scott. 


15. L. S. addressed to the Very Revd. Principal McFarlan. 3 pages, 8vo. 
Brisbane, Largs , Nov. $th, 1844. £ 1. 10 s 1844 

An explanation of his reasons for waiving his claim to the presentation of a 
bursary until the year 1848. The signature shows the characteristic signs of age. 
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Borrow (George). Author and Exponent of Gypsy Lore. 1803-1881.] 

16. Poverty & Riches, an Interlude (Wild Wales, Vol. II). Original 
Draft in the Autograph of George Borrow. 6J pages, 4to. £18. i8j 

[1862] 


An important and interesting Borrow item. Few manuscripts of this author 
are likely to come into the market, as a large proportion of them are in the 
possession of the Hispanic Society of America. 

There are numerous corrections and erasures, and some variation from the 
printed text, though in some instances this corresponds with the erased rather than 
the corrected version. 

The MS. is written on 4 leaves of bluish paper apparently torn from a book, 
and is well preserved. 


Bronte (Charlotte). Novelist. 1816-1855. 

17. A. L. S., to Ellen Nussey (the original of Caroline Helston of ‘ Shirley’). 
4 pages, i2mo. /18. i8j n.d. (1844) 

Unpublished. The letter is undated, but was probably written in 1844, as 
mention is made of two circulars sent “ because you ask for them—not because I 
hope their distribution will produce any result.” She also mentions the departure 
of her Brussels friend Mary Taylor for New Zealand. “M r Smith (curate) is 
gone hence—he has left neither a bad nor a good character behind him ... yet 
the man is not without points that will be most useful to himself in getting 
through life—his good qualities however are all of the selfish order.” 


Browne (Sir Thomas). Physician and Author. 1605-1682. 

18. A. L. S. to John Evelyn, dated from Norwich the 21st of January, 1659. 
With endorsement by John Evelyn. 1 page, folio, rare. £ 68. 1659 

A covering letter to some lines sent by Sir Thomas Browne for inclusion if 
possible in Evelyn’s forthcoming book. Courteous and formal in tone it ends, 
“ Esteeming it noe small honour to hold any communication with a person of 
our merit, unto whom I shall industriously endeavour to expresse myself Sir 
our much honouring friend & servant Tho. Browne.”

Browning (Elizabeth Barrett). English Poetess. 1806-1861. 

19. A most interesting series of 20 letters in the autograph of Miss Barrett 
to Hugh Stuart Boyd, with whom she studied Greek. In a royal /tfo. 
cloth case. £30. 1825-37 

Many of the letters are undated, but the period covered by them is approxi¬ 
mately 1825-1837. They contain many interesting references to her studies and ' 
poems, also events of the day, as for instance the election of two radicals for 
Belfast and concerts of Paganini. The letters do not appear to have been 
published. 

“ Surely many of my pleasures have been * transient *, besides those connected 
with your friendship and correspondence. . . . The first literary person with 
whom I was ever intimate, was Sir Uvedale Price j but altho’ I fully estimated 
his talents and partial kindness to me, yet long & long before I had known you 
half as long as 1 had known him, I cared more for you than I ever did for him.” 

“ I have been reading lately . . . some of Racine's plays. . . . Anyone of 
Shakespeare’s plays . . . seems to me more classical than that tragedy [Iphigenia] 
or than any tragedy of Racine’s.”

20. Pocket Note Book, sm. 8vo., containing nearly 200 pages, in her auto¬ 
graph from the year 1822 till 1826, bound in russia , with clasp. £6. 10 s

The book is filled with most interesting criticisms of books read, among the 
number being Kant’s Philosophy, Lord Byron’s Island, Dr. Campbell’s Philo¬ 
sophy of Rhetoric, Edgeworth’s Memoirs, Blaquiere’s Greek Revolution, 
Cowper’s Letters, Memoirs of Marie Antoinette, Shenstone’s Poems, Miss 
Porter’s Winter Evening Tales, and many others. On one page is “ List of 
Books I wish to have,’.* which gives evidence of the wide scope of Mrs. 
Browning’s studies. Of Marie Antoinette she wrote :— 

“ Poor Marie Antoinette—a woman so natural, so affectionate, .so thoughtless 
& so captivating ! She would be lovely in private life, or in Walter Scott’s 
novels : in France & on the throne, she was only unfortunate.” 

21. Small Pocket Diary for the year 1823, only written up to March 

15th. Sm. 8vo., russia. £3. 3* 1823 

On the 14th of January she records the fact that she walked across the floor 
“with support” for the first time, on February 21 “ Walked into Mamas room 
& into the balcony ” and on March 2 “ Papa allowed (me) to go down stairs for 
the first time.” About the middle of February she writes of “ transcribing & 
arranging my scattered poems for publication.” 

22. Note Book containing a translation of St. Basil’s Homily on Paradise, 
by Hugh Stuart Boyd, in the autograph of Miss Barrett, with many 
corrections by her. 18 pages, 4to. March 23, 1833. ,£12.12 s 1833 

Inserted in the book are 8 leaves, containing, a list of H. S. Boyd’s Works, 
with some reviews and notices of the same. The writing on these pages is 
various, some probably being that of Mr. Boyd. 

23. Diary or Pocket Tablet for 1844, containing many interesting notes.

The volume, dated 1844, was use d at that time as an address book, one entry 
reading “ R. Browning Esqr. New Cross Hatcham. Surrey ”. The book was 
afterwards used as a scrapbook, as at the end are lists of Italian painters and 
authors, and on one page is a list of materials bought for her little son’s clothes 
when a baby. Inside the front cover and on the flyleaves is a list of titles or- 
subjects for sonnets. 

24. Note Book, containing 45 pages of portions of poems and sonnets in 

the autograph of Mrs. Browning. Sm. 8vo., limp leather , in cloth 
case. £ 1 o. 1 os n. d. 

Many of these poems are not included in her collected works. These 
fragments are very interesting as to many of those which were thus included 
there are additional verses, among them being The Reed (2 additional verses) ; 
Finite and Infinite (6 lines which were replaced by others not in MS.) j The 
Best Thing in the World (the last 12 lines of MS. only appear to have been 
published). Many of the poems have originally been written hurriedly in pencil, 
and afterwards copied over in ink. There is also a rough draft of a poem 
entitled “Princess Marie.” 
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Browning (Elizabeth Barrett)—continued. 

25. Note Book containing rough holograph drafts of a portion of the 

* Drama of Exile.’ Sm. oblong 12mo., leather binding with clasp , in j 
cloth case. £10.10 s n.d. 

The MS. is entitled “ A Day from Eden ” and commences with the dialogue 
of Adam and Eve prior to the Songs of the Spirits of Earth and Beasts. At the 
end of the volume are fragments of two other poems. 

Browning (Robert). Poet. 1812-1889. 

26. Autograph Notes for * Red Cotton Nightcap Country/ being shon 

biographical notes of Antonio Mellerio, the eccentric hero of the poem, 
together with a copy of his will, and extracts from the legal proceed¬ 
ings instituted with reference to the same. Also a list of four wills 
previously made. 2 pages, 4to. £42. n.d. [1871-2] 

The details of the tragedy were gathered while staying at the little-known 
village of St. Aubin in Normandy. Lady Ritchie, while staying then* hae 
christened it “White Cotton Nigntcap Country” from the headdress of the 
peasants. The poem was printed from the first MS., but, owing to the pub¬ 
lisher’s fear of an action for libel, the names of the actors in the tragedy were 
changed before publication.

the Surveyors, Messengers, Gaugers, and Officers ’ * for the measuring 
and attending Malt that shall be shipped for Exportation ; and for 
the seizing of all Brandy, Arrack, Rum, Spirits, Strong Waters, Coffee 
Tea, Chocolate, and Cocoa Nuts, which shall be unlawfully importer) 
Given under our Hands and Seals at the Chief Office of Excise . .. 
in Edinburgh, this ffourteenth Day of July . . . One thousand sever, 
hundred and eighty-eight. July 14 th, 1788. £550. 17$$ 

This most interesting document is printed on vellum with the name and date- 
filled in by hand. It is endorsed by F. Wharton, Geo. Brown and Jame 
Stodart. 

Byron (Geo. Noel Gordon, Lord). Poet. 1788-1824. 

28. A. L. S., to Count Taaffe, asking his help in obtaining commutation of 
a death sentence. A priest had, according to a report, committed 
sacrilege and been condemned to die at the stake. Shelley and Byroa 
resolved to rescue him if possible and sought Taaffe’s help as being 
known to the authorities. 2 pages, 4to. Dec. 12th , 1821. £63. 1821 

u I will and would do anything either by money or guarantee or otherwise 
... As to the Government 1 appeal to the whole of my conduct since I came 

here to prove whether I meddle or make with their politics-I defy them » 

misinterpret my motive —and as to leaving their states—I am a Citizen of the 
World—content where I am now—but able to find a country elsewhere. .

An order addressed to Salvostro da Monteanto e Compagni, and Antonio 
Covoni e Compagni for the payment of 170 scudi to Raffaello da Montclupo 
(Raffaello Lupi), the balance due to him for three statues, a Virgin and Child, a 
Sybil, and a Prophet, which he had completed for thb tomb of Pope Julius II.

C&pello (Bianca). Grand Duchess of Tuscany. 1548-87. 

30. L. S., addressed to Raffaello de Medici, dated from Florence the 29th of 

August, 1587. 1 page, folio, with addressed cover , with small papered 

seal. £s- S s * 5»7 

The letter is signed “la gran duchessa di T” who thanks Raffaello for visit¬ 
ing the Duchess of Urbino, and tells him that she is sending to him letters of 
condolence for him to present to the Duchess of Ferrara. 

31. L. S., addressed to Raffaello de Medici, dated from Poggio a Cajano 

the 12th of September, 1587. 1 page, folio, with addressed cover. 

With small papered seal. £6. 6s 1587 

Expresses satisfaction at receiving letters from the Duke and Duchess of 
Ferrara, and commends Raffaello for his reply to Ambassador Cortile, whose 
complaints were most unreasonable. The writer died from poisoning at Poggio 
in the following month. 

Carlyle (Thomas). Essayist, Historian, and Philosopher. 1795-1881. 

32. A. L. S. to Robert Browning. The letter gives a long description of 

Carlyle’s solitude at Newby,on the “Scotch shore of the Solway Frith,” 
and ends with words of encouragement, probably with reference to the 
publication of Part I of “ Bells and Pomegranates.” 4 pages, 8vo. 
Newby, Annan , N.B. 29 th july 1841. £21. 1841 

“ London in the long-run would surely drive one mad, if it did not kill one 
first . . . Thank God there are still some places ugly , if that is the price of their 
loneliness! . . . I take it you already understand that among the “ true quantities 
of effort ” there are many, very many which the ‘ public,’ reading or other, can 
simply know nothing of whatever, and must consider as falsities and idlenesses, if 
it did. But the everlasting Heart of Nature does know them, . . . and will 
truly respond to them, if not today or tomorrow, then some day after tomorrow 
and for many and all coming days.”

33. A. L. S. to Edward FitzGerald, the translator of “ Omar Khayyam.” 

A characteristic letter, referring to Tennyson, and the publication of 
“Cromwell’s Letters.” 3 pages, i2mo. Chelsea , 6th Feb., 1845 

“ Here is a most polite Note from the Duke of Manchester ; and indication 
withal that there is one Letter of Oliver’s at Kimbolton . . . Alfred went away 
on Sunday, I think ; twice I met him the fiery son of Gloom ... I have three 
booksellers all busy examining Cromwell’s Letters & hope to force one of them 
into some reasonable bargain about it without further higgling, in a day or two.” 
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Carlyle (Thomas) - continued. 

34. A. L. S., addressed to Robert Browning, a long and interesting letter, 
describing his journey from Paris, and mentioning a visit from John 
Chapman, “ Publisher of Liberalisms, . . . and notable ware of that 
kind,” whom he describes as “ a meritorious, productive kind of man, 
did he well know his road in these days The object of the call was 
to ask Carlyle to write for the Westminster Review which he had just 
purchased. Carlyle suggests in the letter that Browning should write 
for the paper. 4 pages, 8vo. Chelsea, loth Oct., 1851. £10.10 s 1851 

“ Piccadilly and the Glass Palace regions are still roaring with mad noise; 
but here, thank Heaven, is a forgotten corner, where the wearied soul can 
cover itself as under a Diogenes* tub, and contemplate, with what of cynic 
piety is left the tumultuous delirium of the world ! Really it seems to me of 
late as if Bedlam, in sad truth, had universally broken loose ; and in this big glass 
soap bubble, . . . were dancing its Saturnalia to a very high tune indeed.” 

35. A. L. S., to Robert Browning, enclosing a letter of introduction to 

George Sand from Mazzini. This letter, for various reasons, did not 
reach its destination till early in February of the following year. The 
interviews which resulted are described by Mrs. Browning in letters 
to John Kenyon, Mrs. Jameson, and Miss Mitford. Carlyle, after a 
somewhat despairing description of the London winter, and expressions 
of a desire to go to Normandy, mentions a shorter poem of Browning’s, 
and begs him to “ get into another bigger quam primum ! ” 2 pages.

‘ We have a feeling as of Greenland ships froxtn in during this still season, 
and are very thankful for it. . . . The profound isolation ... is a great com¬ 
parative blessing : the wearied ear . . . catches some touch of the * Eternal 
Silence,’ with amazement.” 

36. A. L. S. [to Alexander Gilchrist]. 3 pages, sm. 4to. Chelsea , July 

1st , 1856. £6. ioj 1856 

A letter concerning some German and Austrian prints just acquired. 
Gilchrist afterwards became his next door neighbour; here Carlyle tells him that 
U I dare not advise anybody to a house (almost as dangerous as advising him to 
a Wife,—except that divorce is easy) . . . meanwhile it is inconceivable to me 
that you sh d not be better far than the average neighbour I have to look for from 
Fate.” 

37. A. L. S. addressed to Alexander Gilchrist, the biographer of Blake. 
3 pages, sm. 4to., stamped and addressed, with an official Prussian MS. 
report with notes by Carlyle. Chelsea, Mch. 10 th, 1856. £7. ioj 1856 

An appreciation of a book by Muller concerning the Silesian Wars, and a 
description of a MS. Prussian State Paper (included with this letter) relating to 
the cost of oats in the Polish markets. 

38. A. L. S. [to Alexander Gilchrist]. 4 pages, sm. 4to. Chelsea , Apl. 

12 th, 1856. £6. 10 s 1856 

A letter of thanks for the finding of a much desired book, descriptions of 
others wanted, and other matter which he was studying (or his work on Frederick 
the Great.

“ I give you notice that I have done the seventh Eneid in the Country ; and 
intend some few days hence, to go upon the eighth; when that is finish’d, 
I expect fifty pounds in good Silver, not such as I have had formerly . . . the 
thirty shillings upon every book remains with me. You always intended I should 
get nothing by the second subscriptions, as 1 found from first to last . . . I . . . 
told Mr. Congreve that I knew you too well to believe you meant me any kind¬ 
ness ... I desire neither excuses nor reasons from you : for I am but too well 
satisfied already.” .

This is an extremely interesting document, as the combination of these two 
signatures is excessively rare* It is also of great historical value, having been 
written on December 10th, 1460, very soon after the proclamation of the Duke 
of York as heir-apparent and protector, and probably only the day after the Duke 
had left London on his way north to punish the rebel army under Margaret of 
Anjou. Accounts vary as to the exact date, Fabyan fixing the date as December 2, 
and other authorities as December 9, but it was generally supposed that the Earl 
of Rutland left London with his father. This document shows him to have been 


in London some days after, and he probably followed his father later. 

With the above are two interesting letters from Dr. Gairdner, and a notice 
by the same f an extract from “Notes and Queries," July 15th, 1871. In this 
notice Dr. Gairdner points out that the first part of the letter is written apparently 
in the name of Henry VI, which is, of course, quite probable, the Duke of York 
having been proclaimed Protector. A transcript signed by Etienne Charavay is

In the 
first, dated the 15th of May, 1761, he thanks her for the letter “ with which you 
have so unexpectedly honoured me.” The first mention of Rousseau occurs in 
a letter of the 1st of July, 1762, in which he says 4< I can assure vour Ladyship 
there is no Man in Europe of whom I have entertained a higher Idea, and whom 
I would be prouder to serve . . . We are happy at present in a King who has a 
Taste for Literature; and I hope Mons r Rousseau will find the Advantage of 
it, and that he will not disdain to receive Benefits from a great Monarch, who is 
sensible of his Merit. . . The French Nation will soon regreat the Loss of so 
great a Man, and will be sensible, that there is some Dishonour to them to have 
lost him . . .’ 

After Hume’s appointment as secretary to the Embassy at Paris the letters 
become more intimate with court news and contemporary scandal. . . 

When it had been decided that Rousseau should take sanctuary in England 
Hume wrote from London on the I2th of January 1766, “ I have seen General 
Conway, who tells me that the King has spoken to him on the same subject, 
and that the Sum intended is a hundred Pounds a Year ; a mighty Accession to 
our Friend’s slender Revenue.'* 

In a long account of Rousseau’s arrival in England Hume writes in a post- 
scriptum that “ M. Rousseau says, the Letter of the King Prussia is a Forgery, 
and he suspects it to come from M. de Voltaire, and also points out that it is a 
little difficult to settle Rousseau since u he insists positively on his Gouvermente’s 
sitting at Table.” 

These letters give a great insight into Rousseau’s character, Hume shows 
the keen independence, the violent fits of spleen, discontent and impatience, and 
withal the natural unaffected politeness and gaiety of this exotic philosopher. A 
long description of the estrangement of Rousseau from Hume, together with a 
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Hume (David) and J. J. Rousseau—continued. 

- copy of Rousseau’s letter breaking off the friendship, and Hume’s answer, is 
given in a letter dated the 15th of July, 1766. After the quarrel he explain 
that “the only possible Alleviation of the Man’s Crime is that he is entirelv 
mad ; and even then he will be allowed a dangerous and pernicious Madman 
and of the blackest and most atrocious Mind.” The series ends on'the 17th, 
April, 1775. 

The letters of Rousseau are mostly complaints of his circumstances, of the 
way he is misunderstood, and the perpetual bickerings which overshadowed hi>

The Manuscript is written on thirteen leaves of foolscap paper, the last 
defective, only one quarter remaining. The other leaves have all suffered more 
or less severely from damp and wear at the margins, particularly the top outer 
corner, but it does not seem that any line has been wholly lost from them. 
Bound up are the original vellum covers formed of fragments of two mediaeval 
manuscripts, a work on Canon Law of the thirteenth century and a Lectionary 
of the fifteenth. The whole has been thoroughly and very neatly repaired so 
as to render it perfectly sound, and bound in purpile morocco. 

The play, which is mainly in verse with some prose passages, is throughout 
in the autograph of the author, Anthony Munday (1553-1633), printer’s 
apprentice, protestant pamphleteer, pursuivant, government spy, actor, play¬ 
wright, poet, romancier, pageant-writer, and city-chronicler. At the end 
is his signature “ Anthony Mundy ” and the date “ — Decembris 1596.” The 
latter however is added in a different hand and very likely later; it may belong 
to a note of ownership and only affords a downward limit for the date of com¬ 
position. A few directions have been added in the margin by another hand, 
probably that of a prompter in the playhouse. 

It seems on the whole probable that the play was written about 1590 or 
soon after for Lord Strange’s company of players,, but .it is not certain that it 
remained in their possession. There is some reason to suppose that it may be 
identical with The (Vise Man of West Chester , a play performed by the Lord 
Admiral’s company early in December, 1594, and frequently thereafter. This 
is indeed recorded as a “ new ” piece, but revival with alterations and a chanjr 
of title might be held to justify the'description. In this connexion it should x 
observed that The (Vise Man was not the property of the Admiral’s compar;. 
but of their principal actor Edward Alleyn, who had shortly before been 
associated with Strange’s company and probably brought the play along with him. 

Additional interest attaches to the MS. owing to its close association with 
that of another play. Sir Thomas More , now 1 in the British Museum. The two 
clearly belong to one company and must for long have been together, since no: 
only were they bound in portions of the same manuscript, but the damage they 
have sustained is very similar. More is also written in Munday’s autograph, 
but it has a number of additions, one of which is believed by many authorities 
to be written by Shakespeare himself. 

The MS. of John a Kent was formerly in the possession of Lord Mostyn, 
and is supposed to have been in the possession of the family at Mostyn Hall, 
Flintshire, at any rate since late in the seventeenth century. It is possible that 
it may have been acquired on account of its local interest, the scene of the play 
being laid in the neighbourhood of Chester and the characters mainly drawn 
from that county and from Wales. The plot turns on the rivalry of Prince 
Griffin of South Wales and the Earl of Powis on one side, and the Earls ot 
Morton and Pembroke on the other, for the love of Sidanen, daughter of Prince 
Llwellen of North Wales, and Marian, daughter of the famous Ranulph, Earl 
of Chester; the rivals being supported respectively by the Welsh magician 
John a Kent and the Scottish magician John a Cumber. 

The play was edited, rather imperfectly, by J. P. Collier for the Shakespeare 
Society in 1851. It has been re-edited for the Malone Society by Miss Muriel 
St. Clare Byrne and Dr. W. W. Greg, to the latter of whom I am indebted 
for the above note.

The last letter, dated 
Feby. 26, 1908, mentions the “ Memorial,** and of it he writes :—

The remainder describe his difficulties in fitting out with 
furniture, table necessities and personal stores for his new command ; or ar: 
short acknowledgments, written in haste, of other letters. 

• All combine to show the petulant attitude which Nelson unconscious. 1 ! - 
assumed towards his wife when, with feminine intuition, she more than suspcctw 
his relations with Lady Hamilton. Horatia, daughter of Lady Hamilton, was 
born on the 30th of January, 1801, and it would appear from these letters thi: 
Nelson purposely avoided any interview with his wife to avoid the inevitable 
recriminations born of the gossip which could not but have reached the ears of 
Lady Nelson. 

These letters are of the greatest importance in understanding the fir:, 
separation of Lord and Lady Nelson. They suggest a feeling on Nelson's pan 
that his wife was extravagant and incompetent in domestic management, and 
that it was not only the fascination of Lady Hamilton, but also the neglect by 
his wife, which caused him to forsake one for the other. 

The first letter dated Jan. 13th, 1801, has been published in Nelson’s Letter; 
and Dispatches; but the • remainder are unpublished.. It would seem 


that Lady Nelson deliberately suppressed these later letters, and that she toot 
up the attitude, of a cast-off and neglected wife in order to arouse the sympaffr 
of friends. 


On Feb. 14th, 1801, Nelson had written to Lady Hamilton “ That person 
has her separate maintenance. Let us be happy, that is in our power” . . . 
And on April 9th, in one of his curious third-person letters, he again says: 
“He does not, nor cannot, care about her; he believes she has a most unfeeling 
heart.”

The first leaf is inscribed on the 
back “Charles Reade 3 Blomfield Villas Uxbridge Road London”. It was 
at this address that he died on the Iith of April, 1884; but, since a portion of 
the work is written on the quarto note-paper of the/ Hotel Riche-Mont of 
Cannes, it would seem that at least part of the book was written on the Riviera. 
Apparently it was originally intended that the title should remain “ Love and 
Money ”, with u A Perilous Secret ” as a sub-title, but when the book was 
published after the author’s death, it was the second title which was used.

From the fact that so much of the poet’s manuscript was burnt this 
volume attains a most exceptional value, as there is very little possi¬ 
bility of any of his early poems having escaped destruction ; indeed, had 
it not been that Aubrey de Vere rescued these fugitive leaves from 
the waste-paper basket and asked permission to keep them, they would 
have shared the same fate. To the bibliographical student these frag¬ 
ments contain much that is interesting in slight variations from the 
printed text. 

Most of the poems are imperfect, but when it is remembered that 
Tennyson was in the habit of putting the manuscript leaves' into 
the fire after having corrected the proofs, this imperfection is no: 
surprising. 

The margins of some leaves have also been torn away, and this was 
probably due to another peculiar habit of the author of tearing off the 
blank margins of his manuscript book for pipe-lighters. Two of the 
poems are complete, “ The Talking Oak” and 44 The Vision of Sin. 
On the last leaf are pen-and-ink outlines of heads, probably rough 
portraits of his family or friends. 

On the flyleaf are two inscriptions which form a pedigree of the 
volume. The first is in the writing of the first recipient, and the 
second in that of his great-nephew.

The history of the accumulation of manor rolls, charters, deeds, and 
documents stored in the muniment room at Redgrave Hall begins in the 
middle of the 16th century, when Nicholas Bacon, afterwards Lord Keeper 
under Queen Elizabeth, acquired the large estate which surrounded the hunting 
lodge of the Abbots of St. Edmunds Bury, which had been in their possession 
since before the Conquest. After the dissolution of the monasteries, the manor 
rolls, charters, and deeds connected with the abbey lands were removed to 
Redgrave Hall, and there inspected and inventoried by the Lord Keeper, who 
himself added much to the collection when he purchased the demesne of 
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Saoon (Sir Nicholas)—continued. 

Mettingham College, the adjoining manor and estate of Bur gate, and other 
manors in the neighbourhood. His eldest son Nicholas, half-brother of Francis 
Bacon, Lord Verulam, acquired by marriage further landed property, with 
further documents relating thereto, and subsequent generations increased the 
store until the end of the 17th century, when the property passed into the 
hands of Sir Thomas Holt, father of Lord Chief Justice Holt. 

The collection thus possesses a double interest in its wealth of pre- 
Reformation documents from the 13th century onwards, and in its connection 
with the Bacon family during the years of their principal eminence. 

It is a most representative collection of English cursive script, and could 
hardly be improved upon from a palaeographical point of view. It possesses the 
additional interest of a certain continuity, as the entire collection relates to the 
devolution of the same lands to different owners through a series of centuries. 
In fact, an able student might evolve a most interesting book on the descent of 
these particular lands and legal and social customs that were associated with 
them. In this respect the collection is far in advance of any of the collections 
that one finds in the Record Office or in the principal libraries in England, 
where there is no sequence between the deeds, each item really standing on its 
own intrinsic merit. It would form an admirable nucleus for a palaeographical 
collection for study in any college or public library in the Dominions or the 
United States.
